helped in the planning of Hill's visit. 

Students in S.A.D.D. are doing 
fundraisers to help raise money for 
projects like this. They have run a 
T-Shirt drive, done face painting at 
the school fair. Besides having Mr. 
Hill the students handed out Red 
ribbons at the Thanksgiving day 
football game.

Nearly 50 years of scouting 
at Camp Forth Acres

+ In recent weeks there have been 
! occasional stories in the Town of 
{ Wilmington about a golf course 
! being projected for construction in

: construction of the golf course on 
! what seems to be town owned land 
near Route 93, and in Camp Forty 
Acres. 
This writer has doubts about the 
success of the projected plans. 
Camp Forty Acres, in particular, 
! is not in the market, as far as this 
writer is concerned. That is the 
popular name for Wilmington 
Youth Camps Inc. which was 
incorporated in December 1948, 
and has been since that time used 
by Wilmington Boy Scouts, 
+ Wilmington Girl Scouts and other 
organizations of young people 
from Wilmington and other 
communities. All groups which use 
| Camp Forty Acres are supposed to 
' do so with the permission of the 
+ appointed group of supervisors. 
‘ Boy Scouts from the Greater 
: Lowell Council of Boy Scouts, and 
: other organizations have, from 
: time to time used Camp Forty 
+ Acres. 
It was started by Foster B 
! Balsar, who had been involved in 
, Wilmington Boy Scouts back 
before the days of World War II 
He served in the U.S. Army during 
that war, in Northeastern Italy, and 
when the war was over he returned 
to again becofne Scoutmaster of 
Troop I, Wilmington Boy Scouts. 
A man who lived in Tewksbury, 
about a quarter of a mile south of 
Tewksbury Center was the owner 
of 40 acres of land in North 
Wilmington and was tired, he said 
of paying taxes. His name is not 
known to this writer, but he lived 
in the white house on the east side 
of Main Street. He declared that if 
he could find someone who would 
accept the land he would give that 
person the property.

It 
was not difficult to find half a 
dozen . 

Philip B. Buzzell, he who was for 
many years the Town Counsel of 
Wilmington was one. Over 30 
years previously he had been the 
Scoutmaster of Troop I. 
Wilmington Boy Scouts. He readily 
accepted, and drew up papers of 
incorporation of the organization. 

It was incorporated on December 
7, 1948, as Wilmington Youth 
Camps, Inc. The directors were 
George C. Kambour, Guy C. 
Nichols, Herbert Higginbotham, 
Frank J. Hadley and Ralph B. 
Odiome, in addition to Buzzell and 
Balser. All are now deceased. 

The declared purpose of 
Wilmington Youth Camps, Inc. 
was (in part) “to foster and 
encourage young people's activitics 
and programs, especially in the 
town of Wilmington" - “No 
income or profits shall be divided 
among the members to be used or 
appropriated for other than 
literary, educational, benevolent, 
charitable, scientific or religious 


purposes.’ 

Camp Forty Acres is in a region 
of oak and other trees. Just over 
the line in Andover many homes 
have been constructed in recent 
years. 

There is a right of way, in from 
Andover Street, Wilmington, one 
that has existed for nearly a 
century, and possibly longer. 

Back in the 1950s, when Route 
93 was being projected some 
speculators tried to purchase land 
southerly of Camp Forty Acres for 
the purpose of starting gravel pits. 
The gravel would be sold to 
contractors working on Route 93 
If successful a fortune could be 
made. 

They set up a 24 hour daily 
blockade to the entrance, in the 
belief that by so doing, anyone clse 
would be prohibited from using 
that right of the way. 


Friends of Forty Acres went to 
Philip Buzzell in a mood of alarm. 
He assured them that when he 
prepared the incorporation papers 
for Wilmington Youth Camps he 
had also filed the necessary 
documents which proved, legally, 
the existence of that nght of way, 
from what is now Andover Street 
to the’ entrance to Wilmington 
Youth Camps.

Do I want to 
send a clear message to outsiders 
that this town “takes care of its 
own;” that we do not skimp when 
it comes to assuring its citizens of 
“quality” and “safety” through a 
combined package of school- 
police-and fire! All state of the 
art!! You better believe I do - to 
all of the above! I believe the price 
tag for that last statement is 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$24 million. (65 percent of the 
school price tag is reimbursed to 
the town by the state). 

I'm sorry, but if you weigh it all 
out, it's cheap compared to what it 
will cost in property values, 
esthetics and most importantly our 
future leaders’ self esteem! It just 
doesn't carry a price tag! Please 
educate yourselves before you 
formulate an opinion. It's the 
vision of all our futures at stake 


That legal proof, it is to be 
believed, is just as good today as it 
was in the carly 1950s. 

Foster Balsar 

Foster B. Balsar became a 
resident of Wilmington sometime 
in the 1930s, when his parents 
moved into a home on West Street. 
It was he who rejuvenated Troop 
1, Wilmington Boy Scouts, at the 
request of some local youths. Mr. 
Balsar's widow, Louise, lives on 
Middlesex Avenue. 

His record, it would seem, is sort 
of a national record as a 
Scoutmaster. Troop One, which 
was being sponsored by the 
Congregational Church, had about 
100 Boy Scouts. It would seem that 
no other organization in 
Wilmington at that time was 
willing to sponsor a Troop of Boy 
Scouts 

Balsar divided the troop into 
sections, and appointed Assistant 
Scout Masters for each section. 

Appointed Assistant Scout 
Masters were Dudley Buck, who 
became known for his work in the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (MIT); Harold Smith 
of the Smith Pump. Company; 
Phillip Denner of Chestnut Street; 
Herbert Higginbotham of Chestnut 
Street, who became an Eagle 
Scout: Alfred Swenson of Adams 
Street, also an Eagle Scout; and 
Irving Rice of Thurston Avenue, 
who also became an Eagle Scout. 

Dudley Buck eventually became a 
Scoutmaster of Troop Il, at the 
Methodist Church. 

Balsar became a Scout" 
Commissioner in the Greater 
Lowell Council of Boy Scouts and 
he also served in several other 
capacities. 

As a guess, one can say that he 
put about 40 years of volunteer 
work into Scouting and in the 
operation of Camp Forty Acres.

‘The last two years have display- 
ed a complete turn around for the 
Wilmington High School ice hoc- 
key program. Even though the 

team has lost in the first round of 
ie state tournament in overtime 
thrillers, that says a lot about a 
that could barely get a 

win nearly five seasons ago. 

“This year’s club has the po- 
tgutial to really make some noise. 
But two years ago, the two-time 
réigning state softball champions 
season was destroyed with senior- 
itis. That, head coach Steve Scan- 
lon hopes doesn’t happen to his 
club who will open up its season 
with a tough one at home on 
Wednesday against the reigning 
Division 111 Champions from 
Lynnfield. 

“Right now we have to get our 
defense settled because a few of 
them have minor injuries or set- 
backs,” Scanlon said. “We have 
moved Ryan Haubner back to 
defense for now because Brian 
Farkas is sick and that disrupts 
our lines. 

“But once we get our defense 
settled and everyone is healthy, 
then we should be solid, but hope- 
fully being a senior oriented team 
won't hurt us and it will help us. 
We have some talented young kids 
and a lot of experienced players,” 
Scanlon said. 

Last year the team finished 16-5 
and lost in a two-day 70 minute 
back-and-forth terrific game to 
Duxbury in the state tournament. 
Scanlon said hopefully this year's 
team, who lost just two players 
from last year’s team, can learn 
from that and move on. 

“Hopefully we can get the mon- 
key off our back after getting 
bounced in the first round the last 
two years,” Scanlon said. “But this 
year we loaded our schedule and 
we are playing tougher teams. 
And hopefully, that will help us 
going into the tourncy instead of 
waiting a week with the bye after 
playing a team that wasn’t that 
good. 

The backbone of the team starts 
with netminder Jason Dango. 
This will be Dango’s fourth var- 
sity season and fifth overall in the 
program as he was the junior 
varsity goalie when he was in 
cighth grade, much like his back- 
up Jim McGonagle will be this 
year. 

Anyway, Dango returns from a 
stellar season. His 16-5 record 
with nine shutouts already speaks 
for itself, but he saved 315 out of 
a possible 331 shots for an amaz- 
ing save percentage of .951. 


“I think Jason has been and is 
the best goalie in the league. He 
looks great so far,” Scanlon said. 

When Farkas, a very steady 
blue liner with good offensive 
skills and a blistering slap shot re- 
turns into action, he will be paired 
up with junior Mike Berian. 
Berian, a big guy who loves to hit, 
is still nursing a knee injury that 
he suffered late last year. But 
Scanlon said he should be ready to 


* parkas scored six goals last year 
and added six assists, while, 
Berian had five assists in his first 
full season of play. Haubner, who 
is already a very good forward, is 
very versatile as it appears as if he 
might start the season on defense 
and play with Berian until Farkas 
is back healthy. 

“Ryan is equally as good as our 
defensemen - he is very versatile 
and he looks very good right 
now,” Scanton said. 

Brian Hermann and Chuck 
Vallas is the other pair of de- 
fensemen with Kevin Considine a 
converted forward and Adam 
Mazza as the third pair. Vallas 
and Mazza, like Berian and Far- 
kas, like to hit and hit often, 
which brings much excitement to 
the team if and when they need to 
spark up their play. 

“Ryan hasn't played up front yet 
at all. But once we solidify our 
defense we should do okay since 
we have an excellent goaltender,” 
Scanlon said. 

Speaking of the forwards the 
top two lines appear to be very 
strong. Haubner and John Con- 
sidine will play the wings in- 
between center Dennis Torpey, 
once Farkas is back. This line can 
fly as all three of them were all- 
stars last year. 

Torpey registered a team high 
16 goals and 12 assists as well as 
having taken close to 100 shots 
during the season - and he, 
Haubner and Considine have to 
continue to do just that this season. 
Haubner and Considine combined 
for 41 points and as long as these 
guys continue to play a solid two- 
way game. then they should do 
fine 

Senior Danny Abbott will take 
Haubner's place on the first line, 
but once everyone is healthy, he 
will be on the wing with sopho- 
more center Justin Vallas and 
junior winger Kevin Carroll. All 
three of these guys can also fly, 
but most noticeably, all three of 
them never stops hustling (not that 
the other players don’t, just it's 
more noticeable with this trio) and 
if they continue that, they should 
really compliment the first line. 
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Abbott is coming off a 26 point 
season, while, Vallas scored seven 
goals as part of the third line and 
Carroll added eight assists with 
Vallas and hopefully they can add 
more of that offensive punch this 
season. 

“They look really good - they 
are flying,” Scanlon said. 

The third line consists of senior 
Lee Trimarchi with sophomores 
Mark DiGiovanni and Shaun Hau- 
bner. Trimarchi scored 11 goals 
last year mainly due to his blis- 
tering shot, while, Haubner and 
DiGiovanni will get their first 
crack at a regular starting posi- 
tion. 

One of the biggest assets to the 
team last year was their penalty 
killing. The likes of Haubner, 
Abbott, Torpey and others killed 
off 58-of-63 chances last year for 
an incredible 92 percent mark. 
The team’s power play was also 
pretty impressive with 14 goals in 
68 chances good for a 21 percent 
rate. 

Thus far in preseason, the Cats 
have beat Haverhill 5-4 and Mar- 
bichead 7-1 in scrimmages while, 
losing to Tewksbury, 5-0. 

“Our goals this year are to have 
a winning season, challenge and 
defend our Cape Ann League Tit- 
le, qualify for the tourney and 
advance as far as we can in the 


tourney. And we could accom- 
plish those things if the guys con- 
tinue to work,” Scanion said. 

As for the team's schedule, they 
open with Lynnfield who Scanlon 
said “is no picnic,” and they travel 
to Pentucket before playing in the 
Haverhill Tournament with Ha- 
verhill, Newburyport along with 
Austin Prep, who they will play 
on Dec. 26 at 7:00. Whether or 
not they win or lose that first 
game, determines who they play 
in the second game, whether it is 
the championship game or the 
consolation game, which will be 
played on Dec. 30. That game 
comes after they play a non-league 
game against Westford Academy. 

Thereafter, regular league 
games with two each against Mas- 
conomet, North Andover and 
Hamilton-Wenham as well as non- 
league contests with Haverhill, 
Tewksbury and Dracut. The Cats 
will also be a part of the New- 
buryport Tournament with Met- 
huen, Lynn English and Ames- 
bury in late February. 

Scanlon said Masconomet, 
Amesbury, Triton and Newbury- 
port are the frontrunners and he 
believes his team has the potential 
to be right up there as well just as 
long as they show up to play every 
game and practice.

If you, are 
doing a less strenuous winter pursuil, 
such as ice fishing or snowmobiling, 
heavy flannel shirts are a great second 
layer. Depending on the temperature, 
an additional layer should be added 
before the final outer layer. A heavy 
large wool sweater over your upper 
body helps trap the warmth and will 
keep insulating even if it gets wet. The 
outer shell needs to offer protection 
from the rain. snow, and wind. A jacket 
made of Gortex will meet all those 
requirements. Matched with a pair of 
Gortex pants you have a lightweight, 
warm outer-shell. There are many good 
outer shell fabrics out on the market. 
Find a system of clothing that meets 
your particular needs. When choos- 
ing. make sure you can combine your 
clothing so you can plan a system that 
meets the needs of all your winter 
excursions.. When choosing winter 
clothing make sure it fits you and 
allows for venting. Outer layering 
should offer vents under the arms and 
zippers on the pants for easy removal 
Winter footwear is generally designed 
for the type of winter sport you are 
involved with, such as, ski boots, ice 
skates, and snowmobile boots.

eral, a good pair of PAC boots should 
keep your feet warm.
